4. Coverage on some of the DIS guest speakers may be of infor- 
mation and interest. The school authorities decided to invite Dr. Harry 
Ransom, of Vanderbilt University, to give the opening address to a 
joint meeting of the Attache and Advanced Intelligence classes. 

Dr. Ransom spoke on The Nature and Significance of Strategic I ntel 1 igence- 
a topic given by Messrs. Dulles, Kent, Ki rkpa tr i ck, or by non-CIA 


outsiders in the past. Dr. Ransom's presentation was organized a la 

Ransom's examples were not as pertinent as|^^^^| and 
sub-topice was a bit uneven. Nonetheless, it was somewhat 
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revealing to appreciate the principal fact that Dr. Ransom's thorough 
treatment was produced by a non-Federal employee. 

Former Congressman Brooks Hays was not particularly effective 
as he covered The Role of Congress in The Formulation of National 
Security Policy with the Advanced Intelligence class (whose 16 students 
were augmented by an equal number "drafted" from the faculty by Col. Wallace). 

On the other hand, David Lawrence--at age 77 or 78--was first- 
rate when he spoke to a similar audience. Hr. Lawrence gave an out- 
standing treatment to his American Public and National Security Policy 
topic. The old gentleman won over his audience readily when he pro- 
nounced his commitment as a newspaperman to "my government first, my 
newspaper second."
